INTROD  UC  TION 


The  Japanese  Irises  described  in  this  little  booklet  are  comparatively  new  to 
America  and  Americans.  To  lovers  of  these  flowers,  a great  opportunity 
is  afforded  of  adding  to  their  collection  new  colors  of  such  exquisite  beauty 
as  have  never  before  been  offered  in  this  country. 

This  wonderful  collection  was  imported  by  me  direct  from  Japan,  as 
an  un-named  assortment  of  seedlings  raised  by  an  eminent  Japanese  Iris 
enthusiast.  The  entire  collection,  originally  comprising  many  thousands  of 
plants,  was  planted  out  for  trial,  from  which  I have  selected,  named  and 
described  those  in  the  following  pages. 

These  varieties,  I know  from  my  years  of  experience  as  a grower  of 
bulbs  and  plants,  are  all  of  exceptional  merit,  and  from  what  I have  seen  of 
the  collections  offered  by  other  growers,  and  exhibited  at  various  shows 
throughout  the  country,  I am  convinced  that  no  finer  Japanese  Iris  exist 
than  my  “Gardenville”  collection. 

The  descriptions  have  been  carefully  made  in  my  own  fields  as  the 
plants  bloomed.  All  varieties  have  been  carefully  grown  and  labelled  under 
numbers  corresponding  to  the  names,  so  that  customers  are  reasonably  sure 
of  getting  exactly  what  they  order. 

Although  I have  a plentiful  stock  of  most  varieties,  there  are  others  that 
are  limited  in  number;  for  this  reason  I shall  fill  orders  in  strict  rotation  as 
received,  which  makes  it  evident  that  those  who  order  at  once  have  the 
advantage  of  a larger  and  better  choice.

JAPANESE  IRIS— (Iris  Kaempferi) 

This  beautiful  race  of  Irises,  known  as  Iris  Kaempferi,  is  rapidly  gaining 
popularity  in  gardens  where  climate  and  soil  conditions  are  suited  to  its  cultivation. 
After  all.  these  Irises  are  not  epicurean  in  their  ~habits,  and  respond  readily  to  the 
ordinary  treatment  given  to  herbaceous  plants  in  general,  and  withstand  our  sever- 
est winters  with  the  protection  of  a thick  but  light  litter  covering.  Some  folks 
have  a false  idea  that  they  need  abundance  of  moisture,  but  this  is  only  true  during 
the  growing  and  flowering  season. 

They  grow  equally  well  in  a sandy  peaty  loam  or  in  mellow  clay,  the  subsoil 
preferably  cool  and  moist.  The  surface  should  be  well  cultivated  and  not  allowed  to 
bake.  Flooding  with  water  is  unnecessary,  and  when  planted  in  their  ideal  location, 
near  ponds  or  streams,  care  should  be  taken  that  the  roots  are  well  above  the  high- 
water  level. 

Japanese  Irises  produce  a wonderful  effect  planted  unstintedly  and  in  broken,  irregu- 
lar masses.  They  naturalize  well  in  grass  and  are  especially  beautiful  adjacent  to  ponds, 
lakes  or  streams.  Every  herbaceous  border  should  have  its  share  of  them,  planted  at 
intervals,  in  large  clumps,  of  from  12  to  18  roots  each. 

Spring  is  the  best  time  to  transplant,  although  equally  good  results  are 
obtained  from  August  and  September  plantings.  In  late  fall,  when  frost  has 
nipped  them,  the  withered  stems  and  foliage  should  be  removed  and  a litter  of 
strawy  manure  placed  over  the  roots.
